Rio Grande. 


El Paso, Tex., Aug. I —Two Ameri 
tan s were killed and one wounded in 
a clash with Mexican bandits who had 
crossed the Rio Grande live miles be­ 
low Fort Hancock, Texas. 
There we I e lice bandits in the party, 
and the reports indicate that ail were 
killed. 
John Twoney, a private in Troop F, 
Eighth 
Cnlted 
States 
Cavalry, and 
Robert Woods, a United States cus­ 
toms inspector, were killed. 
Lewis 
Thompson, sergeant in Troop F, was 
wounded. 
American patrols reported that a 
small detachment of Mexicans had 
crossed the Rio Grande and apparent­ 
ly were making their way toward an 
isolated section about ttfty-flve miles 
down the river, 
it La believed they 
were 
either 
smugglers 
or 
stock 
thieves. 
A small detachment of Troop F was 
sent In pursuit. 
The Mexicans were 
surprised. They tried to flee, hut were 
intercepted aud forced to fight. 
Captain Ii. D. Cushing, commanding 
C Company, Eighth M assachusetts In­ 
fantry. at Fort Hancock, reporte I the 
few details lie was aide to obtain to 
Brigadier 
General 
George 
Bell, J r , 
commanding here. 
General Bell said his advices bidi 
cated the clash took place a mile and 
a half from tile Sauchez ranch. 
Gen­ 
eral Francisco Gonzales, coinmanuing 
Mfe de facto government 
troops 
at 
Juarez, just a< toss the border, said 
that while he had received no reports 
of the c'ash, he had re* eived des 
patches that a small band of cattle 
thieves was engaged by Mexican ens 
toms raiders, Saturday night, near San 
Ygnacio, on tile Mexican side, a f* w 
miles south ut Fort Hancock. 
He ex 
pressed a belief that the bandits cross 
cd the river to escape. 
Sergeant 
Thompson . brought 
the 
first authentic account oY t h e battle. 
"Kobeit 
Wood, 
customs inspector, 
and .Harry Bean, another government 
agent, were notified by Carraazistas 
that 
they 
had 
chased 
the bandit* 
across to our side of the river,” said 
Thompson. 
“Taking six caval!ymen 
from the Eighth and one private from 
the hospital corps, we started out, 
aud soon after daylight located five of 
them in an old log cabin. 
"W e surrounded 
the 
house 
and 
woods and demanded the surrender 
They opened tire. 
He was struck and 
died almost instantly. We unlimbered, 
killing two of them on the first vol 
ley. 
Then a Mexican who had sneak­ 
ed around the corner 
shot 
Private 
Twoney in the back. 
But he paid for 
it a minute later when Private Shaine 
of the hospital corps emptied all tile 
bullets of his automatic into his body 
Shaine Is from Baltimore. 
"I got a bullet in the shoulder on 
the first volley from the bandits. loiter 
I got another in the fleshy part of the 
chest, but I got the man who got me, 
Tile bandits started for the river and 
we chased them to the other side 
w'here Carranza cavalry took up Hie 
Job.” 
Mexican reports said three bandits 
w-ere captured by the customs authori­ 
ties, 
Six hundred goats, a number of 
horses and mules and other ’ive stock, 
which had been stolen, were iecov 
sr ad.

coasts.” 
"We denounce all plots and conaplr 
acies in the interest of any foreign 
nation,” Mr. Hughes said.
